Prior to the preparation of this paper, the undersigned attorney requested and the 
Examiner granted a telephonic interview. A summary of that interview is included 
herein. 
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TELEPHONiC INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

A telephonic inten^iew was conducted between the applicant's undersigned 
attorney and Examiner Chong H. Kim on April 20, 2004. No exhibit was shown and no 
demonstration was conducted. All of the rejected claims were discussed with regard to 
the prior art cited to reject those claims. 

With regard to independent claim 1, the terra "a distance" was discussed, with the 
applicant arguing that the prior art does not describe the distance claimed. 

With regard to claim 2> the term "predetermined rate" was discussed, with the 
Examiner noting that a human being could rellU the grease hopper of Lounsbcrry at any 
predetermined rate. 

With regard to claim 7, the tenn "preventing operation" was discussed with the 
Examiner noting that to siop an application of lubricant after it had already begun is 
within his interpretation of the tenn "preventing operation." 

With regard to claim 17, the icm "responsive" was discussed with the Examiner 
noting that the act of applying any amount of lubricant, even if it i^ the same quantity as a 
previous application, is being "responsive." 

With regard to independent claim 2 1 » the Examiner noted that any computer 
processor necessarily Includes a timing apparams, and any lubrication e^paratus 
necessarily has some delay before lubricant is applied. 

No agreen^ent was reached regarding the allowability of any of the rejected 

claims. 
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
